22 Va. Jim Crow Victims To Be Educated In D. C. 
Victims of Virginia’s worst desegregation battle, 
the 22 Negro students from Warren County, will be 
brought to Washington, D. C., late this month to 
continue their education in integrated schools. 

The children from the rural community 72 miles 
south of Washington have been idle since the County 
Board closed Front Royal High School rather than 
admit them. In the past, the Negro pupils attended a 
consolidated school 40 miles from their homes. 

After the closing of the school, the whites 
(through an AFL-CIO union) opened a private school 
and now use county school buses and government 
surplus food in the program. Meanwhile, some of the 
Negro children and their parents have been intimi- 
dated and their homes attacked. 

Under the plan, a private group will raise $8,000 to 
defray tuition costs for the children. Clubs and or- 
ganizations are being asked to support “the help a 
student” plan and families are being canvassed to 
provide housing for the children. 
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Say Rockefeller Vo Hire All Qualified Persons 

When Nelson Rockefeller takes over as governor of New 
York, there will not be just a few “Negro” jobs, but jobs 
for all qualified people, the millionaire told newsmen dur- 
ing a guided tour of his 100,000-square-mile estate at Mata 
De Barbara, Venezuela. Rockefeller said he will “tolerate 
no closed doors with color signs hung on them” but will 
work for inclusion of all the state’s citizens on every level 
of public and private employment. 


Girl, 10, Missing After $200,000 Phila. Church Fire 


A 10-year-old girl was reported missing after a seven- 


alarm fire gutted the historic $200,000 Church of the Lord | 


Jesus Christ of the Apostolic Faith in Philadeiphia during 
church services. Betty Ann McDowell disappeared after 
going to the bathroom just before the fire started. Some 
1,500 worshippers were ushered to safety and 50 choir 
members escaped in their robes. Bishop Sherrad C. John- 
son told police he suspected arson.

Drugstore Snubs Visiting Jamaican Mayor 
Mrs. Iris King, mayor of Kingston, Ja- 
maica, BWI, said she was insulted when 
she asked for a cup of coffee in a down- 
town Louisville, Ky., drugstore and was 
told: “We don’t serve colored people.” A 
visiting guest of the U. S. State Dept., 
Mayor King said she informed British 
Ambassador Sir Harold Caccia of the in- 
cident, and that she received an official 
apology from Louisville’s Acting Mayor Mrs. King 
R. C. Bing. She added that she “had no desire to travel 
in the South again.” 


Powell Says He Might Run For N. Y. Mayor In 1961 

Rep. Adam Clayton Powell Jr. said that by 1961 he hoped 
to run for one of the city’s top elective offices in an effort 
to achieve a political “break-through” for Negroes and 
Puerto Ricans. Predicting a Negro or Puerto Rican would 
be on a city or state-wide ticket “very soon,” Powell said 
he would stay in Congress a few more years and then try 
for mayor, comptroller or City Council president. 


Tried To Jim Crow Paratrooper, Tenn. Cashier Fired 

A woman cashier, Mrs. Mae Crooks, was fired from her 
Army depot cafeteria job after she asked a Negro para- 
trooper to leave a line of white diners, according to Col. 
William D. Buchanan, commanding officer of the depot. 
“She completely violated an instruction, and she was as 
wrong as can be,” Buchanan said. He explained that vol- 
untary segregation had been practiced in the past, but 
that Negroes knew they could eat wherever they wanted. 


Pleas Swamp N. C. Governor In Kiss Case 

North Carolina’s Gov. Luther H. Hodges revealed he had 
received letters and telegrams from “all parts of the 
country” and from abroad on behalf of two Monroe, N. C., 
Negro boys, Hanover Thompson, 9, and Fuzzy Simpson, 8, 
who were sent to a reform school for allegedly kissing 
a white girl. 











Pa, funk: \i v Keep 818.300 Of Lost Gold 


A 37-year-old Philadelphia junk dealer, Julius 
Bracey, known as “Willie The Junkman,” who found 
a hoard of gold coins valued at an estimated $50,000 
in 1956, will get about $18,500 (or 36 per cent) of the 
treasure, according to a court award. Although no 
longer legal tender, the $20, $10, $5 and $2.50 gold | 
pieces, found stuffed inside a pipe, were considered 
collector’s items. Bracey, who faced a legal battle to 
settle ownership, learned he was awarded his share | 
while in one serving a term for vagrancy.

Masten budeune Suecm U. S. On African Issue 
United Nations delegate Marian Anderson, who followed 
U. S. instructions by moving to close debate on British 
and French possessions in West Africa, admitted she dis- 
agreed with the position after her move was criticized and 
defeated by the Afro-Asian bloc. Speaking with emotion, 
she declared: “There is no one in this room who is more 
interested in the people whose fate we are trying to de- 
termine. .. . Like many of the representatives, I am a 
member of an instructed delegation and we are here to 
carry out what is wanted, otherwise we would not be here.” 


Uphold Exclusion Of Negroes From Rail Union 

An appeal of 14 Negro firemen, denied membership in 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen 
because of race, was denied when the U. S. Sixth Circuit 
Court of Appeals upheld a lower court decision that the 
union had the right to set its own membership rules. 


Raymond Pace Alexander May Be Appointed Judge 

Atty. Raymond Pace Alexander is expected to be ap- 
pointed to one of the two vacancies in the Philadelphia 
(Pa.) Court of Common Pleas, and become the first Negro 
on the Philadelphia Common Pleas bench, a source close to 
Pennsylvania Gov. George Leader revealed. Alexander, a 
Democrat, has been a member of the City Council since 
1951. 
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Arrest B’ham Pastor For Urging Bus Boycott 

A Birmingham Negro minister, who preached against 
segregation in a November sermon, was jailed for eight 
hours, then released on $500 bond on charges of urging 
a bus boycott. The pastor, Rev. Calvin Woods, became the 
sixth minister to be arrested in the city during the past 
few weeks. The minister, father of five children, said he 
did not feel he was “transgressing the law” when he told 
his East End Baptist Church congregation to “comply 
with what is just . . . protest racial segregation.” 


37 ‘White’ Restaurants Serve Okla. City Negroes 

A total of 37 restaurants, lunch counters and drug 
stores which previously refused to serve Negroes are now 
open to them following a “sit-down” campaign conducted 
by Youth Council members of the Oklahoma City NAACP, 
guests at a victory rally were told recently. The rally was 
held to celebrate the Council’s distinction as the largest 
in the nation after 2,000 members and 19 junior life mem- 
bers were recruited during this year’s campaign.

Ask Fla. Governor To Probe Negro Vote Rolls 

An appeal that Florida’s Gov. LeRoy Collins and the 
State Legislature probe reasons why at least one county 
(Union) has no Negro voters and correct “deplorable” 
health, safety and welfare conditions in the state’s mi- 
grant labor camps, came from 300 Negro delegates to a 
Methodist conference in Tampa. The conference said 
Negro registration in Florida will probably total about 
150,000 this year but added that 500,000 more should be on 
the rolls. 


Urge More Leadership From Ike In Integration 
President Eisenhower was urged by the National As- 
sociation Of Intergroup Officials (NAIRO) to “assume 
more fully” leadership in interpreting the Supreme 
Court’s ruling on integration. NAIRO called for immediate 
action in “critical areas” such as school desegregation.

Say Housing Head Used Funds To Foster Segregation 

Federal Housing Administrator, Albert M. Cole, was ac- 
cused of using federal funds to encourage segregated 
neighborhoods by Charles Abrams, an authority on inte- 
grated housing, in a speech before the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards in San Francisco. Abrams 
quoted Cole as saying it is not the function of the Federal 
housing administration to encourage integrated housing 
but to “respect local customs and local laws.” 


Atlanta To Get 1,000 Low Rent Housing Units 

The Public Housing Administration in Washington has 
cleared the way for construction of 1,000 new low-rent 
housing units for Negroes in Atlanta at a cost of more 
than $10 million. 


Faubus Indecisive About Third Party Movement 

Gov. Orval Faubus was indecisive last week about the 
idea of joining a third party movement. At a “Dollars 
for Democrats” dinner in Pine Bluff, Ark., he said he 
“would consider” serving a party “devoted to the interests 
of more of the people” than the Democratic Party.

“Unable 
to win in court, Governor Faubus closed the schools to 
maintain his standing with the fanatical fringe of 
segregationists. He has lost in the court of public 
opinion,” she continued, “because of the bomb throwers 
and because the school bells he has silenced have filled 
the country with shame and anger.” 


Louisville Lawyer Becomes ‘Kentucky Colonel’ 

Charles W. (Dawg) Anderson Jr., a Negro attorney from 
Louisville, Ky., was commissioned a “Kentucky Colonel,” 
and became the second Negro so honored in the state’s 
history. Anderson was commissioned by Gov. A. B. Chan- 
dler into the purely honorary organization. 
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Seek $250,000 In Daughter’s Kiddie Train Death 

A $250,000 damage suit against the Kiddies Hollywood 
(Calif.) Park Amusement Co. was filed by the parents of 
six-year-old Patrice Marie Hurst, who was killed when a 
miniature railroad train she was riding overturned. In 
addition, Mrs. Joseph Hurst sought to collect $75,000 for 
injuries she sustained while accompanying her daughter 
on the fun ride. 


Seek To Fine NAACP $5,000 In Ark. 

The NAACP faces a possible $5,000 fine for doing busi- 
ness in Arkansas without registering under corporation 
law, according to complaint filed by Arkansas Attorney 
General Brue Bennett. Under the corporation law a 
“foreign”. corporation failing to register properly is sub- 
ject to a $5,000 fine.

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Chicago Job Bias Costs $750 Million A Year 

Chicago is losing about $750 million a year in spending 
power because the median income of Negro workers is 40 
per cent below that of whites, according to Edwin C. 
Berry, executive director of the Chicago Urban League. 
Berry said this difference is due to “job discrimination, 
poor education, poor job preparation and lack of hope.” 
He added that a program of equal opportunity could also 
save millions in funds used for welfare services, crime 
prevention and agencies like the Urban League.

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CAN NKRUMAH BUILD A UNITED STATES OF AFRICA? 


INSPIRED BY THE 13 U. S. COLONIES

The _ continent- 
sized dream of 
Ghana’s Premier 
Kwame Nkrumah 
has never been a 
secret. Written on 
the winds, it has 
blown to the far- 
thest borders of 
Africa’s 11,500,000 
square miles — 
wherever black 
men yearn to 
breathe free. 

“Our taaek,”’ 
Nkrumah has cried 
again and again, 
“is not done and 
Nkrumah and Ike talked about aid and our safety not as- 

Africa’s future during August visit. sured until the last 
vestiges of colonialism have been swept from Africa.” Last 
week, sad-eyed 49-year-old Nkrumah, a militant na- 
tionalist once jailed by the British (1951), and an apostle 
of Pan-African liberation, began readying his broom for 
the big sweep. 

Into the African interior by tom-tom and to an un- 
suspecting world by radio and wire, word was received in 
more than 100 languages and dialects: “Ghana (though 
less than two years old) and Guinea (liberated from 
France less than two months ago) had banded together 
in federation “as the nucleus of a Union of West African 
States.” That the two sprawling African countries have no 
common border and are separated by 375 miles of the 
Ivory Coast seemed not to matter to Ghana’s 4,691,000 and 
Guinea’s 2,261,875 people.

The move caught the British and French flatfooted and 
by week’s end neither had made official comment. 

Doing more in five days than any African free state 
had accomplished in 50 centuries, Nkrumah and Guinea’s 
fiery young (36) Prime Minister Sakou Toure jointly an- 
nounced their act was “inspired by the example of the 13 
original (U. S.) colonies.” 

And right away, Toure, who had denounced “French 
Colonial injustice” in the presence of Premier Charles 
DeGaulle, invited neighbor nations to establish “African 
solidarity” by joining the new union. The neighbors: more 
than 70 million black British and French West Africans, 
another three million Liberians in an area 500,000 square 
miles larger than continental U.S.A. 
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Sudan And Senegal May Sever-Ties With France 

As if kicked out of a 300-year Rip Van Winkle sleep, 
West Africa came alive, began to flex its giant muscles. 
French Sudan, which has a common border with Guinea 
and a population of 3,650,000, declared itself a republic 
within the French “Community of Nations.” Next day, 
French Senegal, which borders on Sudan and Guinea, an- 
nounced the self-same intention. 

In rapid succession, Mauritania (borders on Senegal 
and French Sudan) and Chad (which borders on fully- 
independent Sudan in East Africa, Nigeria and Niger in 
West Africa) announced their autonomy. Gabon in French 
Equatorial Africa and neighboring Middle Congo, which 
changed its name to Republic of Congo, did likewise. And 
as history continued to snowball in black Africa, a French 
official admitted (off the record) that it would be no great 
problem for the newly declared republics to break ties with 
France. 

In Togoland (a French trusteeship lying between Ghana 
and Nigeria and slated for independence in 1960) Premier 
Sylvanus Olympio expressed hope that the Ghana-Guinea 
Union would extend itself and that Togoland would be 
able to join an “eventual federation” of that nature. 

What rubber-rich Liberia, with its heavy American in- 
vestments would do, nobody seemed to know, but it was 
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Nigeria’s Azikiwe (l.) pledged support, Liberia’s Tubman (c.)

union, admitted that the union was within an agreement 
reached between himself and Dr. Nkrumah in 1953. 

Religiously the union was a good marriage. For Moslem 
Toure makes possible the inclusion of Islamic nations and 
“non-denominational Christian” Nkrumah (he was bap- 
tized a Roman Catholic), respects the pagan religions, 
which are part of what he calls “the African personality” 
and necessarily part of her culture. 

Some critics point to Ivory Coast’s Felix Houphouet- 
Boigny, one of DeGaulle’s cabinet ministers, who believes 
black Africa can progress best within the French Com- 
munity, as having the sensible approach. They ask how 
the West African states could support themselves and 
build a healthy economy. 

It is, no doubt, a question the West is pondering since 
Soviet Russia made her “no strings attached” offer to 
Africans at the Cairo conference last January: “We are 
ready to help you as brother helps brother,” the Russians 
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Nkrumah Avoids Alignment Vith Russia 
said. “Tell us what you need and we will help you and 
send money. We can build industries for you, hospitals 
and schools.” 

But, calling for a policy of “positive non-alignment,” 
Nkrumah explains: 

“It is only by avoiding entanglement in quarrels of the 
great powers that we shall be able to assert our African 
personality on the side of peace.” 

Some observers agree that the union could not have 
come at a better time. For this week to Accra will go free- 
























trying to find some solid solutions to their slogan: “Africa 
Must Be Free.” 

There are those who doubt there will ever be a United 
States of black Africa, but Nkrumah has a precedent in 
history. For who would have believed that 13 divergent 
colonies, some of them peopled by ex-convicts, along the 
American Eastern Seaboard could have banished the 
Indian to eternity, claimed his lands from ocean to ocean 
and become the mightiest nation in the world in less than 
200 years?

N. C. Medic And NAACP Leader Sentenced 2-3 Years 

Dr. A. E. Perry, physician and militant vice-president of 
the Monroe (N. C.) NAACP, was found guilty by a white 
male jury of performing an abortion on a white mother 
of four in October 1957 and sentenced from two to three 
years, in Albemarle. Perry, who will appeal, was convicted 
in an earlier trial, which was thrown out by the State 
Supreme Court because his lawyers were not nermitted 
to raise a point of law. The physician gained some note 
last year when he fired on a KKK caravan. 


Kan. Dentist Commits Suicide After Calling Wife 

After telling his wife by phone of his plan to end his 
life, Dr. Marion A. Dysart, 65, of Atchison, Kan., shot and 
killed himself in his office with a .38-caliber revolver. A 
graduate of Meharry Medical College in Nashville, Dr. 
Dysart had reportedly been in poor health. 


U. S. Seizes Pills To Restore Pep, Sex Vigor 

The seizure of Royal jelly and vitamin capsules, which 
were misrepresented as treatment for loss of pep, vitality, 
sex vigor and sagging breasts was reported by the Food 
and Drug Administration in Washington. The drug was 
among 15 products seized and destroyed by the FDA. 





Newborn Baby Left 8 Days. Found Alive 

A newborn, four-pound baby, wrapped in rags and 
placed in a cardboard box, was found miraculously 
alive after spending the first eight days of its life in 
the chilly basement of an abandoned building in 
Galion, Ohio. Dr. William C. Manthey, who treated 
the child for shock and dehydration at Community 
Hospital, said the cold air kept her internal energy 
so low it eliminated her need for food. Placed in an 
incubator and later discharged weighing a healthy 
eight pounds, 13 ounces, the abandoned baby was 
sent to a boarding nome.

or teach on the faculties of dental hygiene schools, meet 
sex discrimination and antagonism. Recalled one: “Some 
patients who expect the woman in the office to do little 
else than greet them and make them comfortable, inquire 
with hostility: ‘Are you going to clean ’em?’” 

Another found that some women patients resent the 
idea of having another woman work in their mouths. Few, 
fortunately, go to the extremes of the huffed midwestern 
matron who jerked the towel from her neck and stormed 
from the office when informed a dental hygienist, rather 
than a dentist, would singlehandedly handle her first visit. 

In offices of dentists over the country, moans bewailing 
the limited number of Negro hygienists can be heard. Not 
many are as lucky as Detroit dentist, John Palmer Eagan, 
who forms a team with his attractive wife, Louise (see 
cover). 

Consequently, dental hygiene schools (there are 30) are 
constantly combing the country for applicants for the two- 
year course. The greatest number of Negroes now are 
concentrated at Meharry Medical College in Nashviile and 
Howard University School of Dentistry in Washington. 
Recent figures show some 5,700 dental hygienists practic- 
ing in the U. S., but significantly, a proportionately small 
number (less than 300) are Negroes.

Five of seven Negro students eligible to attend closed 
Central High School in Little Rock, Ark., enrolled in cor- 
respondence courses from the University of Arkansas, 
according to Mrs. L. C. Bates, NAACP state president. 
Mrs. Bates said the other two students enrolled at schools 
outside Arkansas. 


Judge Orders Newport News, Va., School Mixing 

Federal Judge Walter E. Hoffman told the Newport 
News, Va., school board that school desegregation laws 
must be complied with or the board will have to “take the 
consequences.” His statement came after a hearing on a 
suit brought by 10 Negro pupils asking desegregation of 
the city’s puplic schools. 


City Moves To Close Norfolk’s Negro Schools 

Negro junior and senior high schools in Norfolk, Va., 
may be closed down by the City Council under a “fund 
cut-off” clause unless six closed white schools are re- 
opened, sources at City Hall indicated. Despite recent 
statements by Gov. J. Lindsay Almond that he would not 
want the Negro schools closed as a “retaliatory blow,” the 
city’s adopted $11,300,000 school budget included a meas- 
ure which would permit the city to shut down the Negro 
schools unless 17 Negroes assigned to the white schools 
withdraw their applications. 


N. C. Won’t Enforce Mixed Schools, Governor Says 

“Integration in North Carolina schools is a matter of 
local option, and the state will not use its authority to 
enforce mixed schools,” Gov. Luther Hodges declared. In 
Philadelphia on a goodwill trip to attract new industries 
to his state, the governor added: “The problem of integra- 
tion can and will be solved by real patience and under- 
standing,” pointing out that each county and community 
“has a different school problem.” 
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K. C., Mo., Youth Heads Integrated Senior Class 

In Kansas City, Mo., 16-year-old Phillip 
Myles was elected president of the senior 
class at Westport High School and be- 
came the first Negro ever chosen for the 
honor. Myles, who is one of four Negroes 
in the class, was also elected co-captain 
of the football team, president of the stu- 
dent body and a member of the Student 
Council. The youth was among the first k 
group of Negroes to enter Westport when Myles 
all Kansas City Schools were integrated (without fanfare) 
in 1955. 





OK Ala. School Law; Warn Against Biased Operation 

While southern officials were hailing the Supreme 
Court’s refusal to overthrow Alabama’s Pupil Placement 
Act as unconstitutional, Birmingham integration leader, 
Rev. F. L. Shuttlesworth, warned that unless the school 
board applies the law without discrimination “the case 
isn’t closed by any means.” Rev. Shuttlesworth’s children 
were among four involved in the litigation which had 
been ruled on previously in a Federal district court. In re- 
fusing review, the high court also warned that the law 
might later be declared unconstitutional in its application. 


N. Y. Schools Get $3,000 Gift From Ex-Teacher, 71 
Before returning to his native Barbados, BWI, Archibald 
Williams, 71, retired teacher, presented $1,000 to New 
York Public School 194, where he taught, and $2,000 to the 
City College of New York, from which he graduated in 
1926.

It seems that the state itself ought to furnish 
some of the money since we’re all taxpayers and we’re 
trying to get the state to abide by the law of the land.” 


Bomb Threat Routs Knoxville Catholic Pupils 

Police searched vainly for a bomb at Knokxville’s all- 
white Catholic High School after 273 students were routed 
by a telephone threat—the first in the Tennessee city. 
Former Mayor George Dempster, a wealthy industrialist, 
offered a $5,000 reward for the arrest and conviction of 
the anonymous caller. 


Sorority Ordered To Hire Nigerian As House-Boy 

The Washington State Board Against Discrimination 
ordered a white sorority (Delta Gamma) at the Univer- 
sity of Washington to hire a Nigerian student who had 
applied for the house-boy job. Julius Arinzeh, a junior in 
the School of Pharmacy, was refused the job because of 
his color, according to Glen E. Mansfield, executive secre- 
tary of the Board. 
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Left For Dead, Wife Identifies Husband’s Killer 

A 37-year-old Rocky Mount, N. C., man, Jarvis Staton, 
was arrested and charged with murder after Mrs. James 
L. Ogburn identified him as the man who attacked and 
killed her husband in a wooded area, then shot, knifed 
and left her for dead. Staton was arrested several hours 
after Mrs. Ogburn stumbled out of the woods where, she 
said, she had been lying unconscious all night beside the 
body of her husband. 


Girl, 13, Fears Beating By Dad, Plunges To Death 
A 38-year-old New York machine operator, Daniel Tay- 
lor, was charged with felonious assault after his 13-year- 
old stepdaughter, Margaret White, jumped from their 
sixth-story apartment to her death because she feared a 
beating. The assault charge, which police say may be too 
severe, stemmed from the slap Taylor gave the girl before 
ordering her to her room, from which she jumped. Tay- 
lor entered the girl’s room with a strap to beat her be- 
cause she was four and a half hours late in getting home 
from visiting a friend. “Don’t come near me. If you 
come any closer, I’ll jump,” Margaret screamed at Taylor 
from a window ledge. Taylor hesitated, then stepped for- 
ward and the girl plunged to the concrete courtyard below. 
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Free Rev. Abernathy’s Hatchet Attacker In Ala. 

In Montgomery, Ala., an all-white jury deliberated less 
than 13 minutes before acquitting ex-Alabama State Col- 
lege grid star Edward Davis of charges of assault with 
intent to murder bus boycott leader Rev. Ralph D. Aber- 
nathy. Davis allegedly attacked Rev. Abernathy with a 
hatchet last August after accusing him of an affair with 
his (Davis’) wife. Said Rev. Abernathy: “At Mr. Davis’ 
trial it was apparent that I was on trial .. . This is just 
another futile attempt on the part of the evil forces in 
our community to conquer by dividing and raise suspicion 
in the minds of the people concerning the motives and 
integrity of Negro leadership.” 


Tired Of Love, 2 Ohio Girls Fail In Suicide Tries 

Two Columbus, Ohio, girls, who lived within a few blocks 
of each other, unsuccessfully attempted to commit suicide 
within a few days of each other for the same reason: boy 
friend trouble. Marjorie Brooks, 22, was treated at Grant 
Hospital after she swallowed an overdose of pills, which 
made her ill, and 16-year-old Patricia Hidlman was 
treated at St. Anthony’s Hospital after she drank a half- 
pint of rubbing alcohol. 


Ex-Wife Of D. C. Medic Commits Suicide 

The 48-year-old former wife of a prominent Washing- 
ton, D. C., physician committed suicide in New York by 
taking an overdose of sleeping pills. Mrs. Katherine Dent, 
second wife of Dr. Timothy Dent of Washington, was 
found in a coma by Patrolman Bob Baumfeld in a second 
floor rear bedroom on Harlem’s Sugar Hill. The woman, 
a social worker, left a suicide note addressed to Mrs. Char- 
lotte Showell of Bridgeton, N. J., described by police as an 
aunt.

Supreme Court denied him a new hearing 
earlier this month. Informed of his new 
execution date, Townsend said: “Well, 
then I’d like to see my lawyer.”

Refused Credit, Stabs Ex-Employer To Death 

A 27-year-old Negro, who was allegdly refused credit in 
the delicatessen where he formerly worked as a dish 
washer, was held on murder charges after he stabbed his 
ex-boss, Nace Isaac Galanti, to death with a butcher knife 
in Atlanta. Marion Charles Martin was chased by Willie 
Stephens, a witness to the crime, and finally captured by 
Negro detectives Howard Baugh and C. J. Perry. Police 
say Martin leaped over the counter and plunged the knife 
in the back of Galanti. The detectives found Martin cow- 
ering beneath a ec not far from the murder scene.

® Since her world championship wins 
the next two successive years, however, a 
handful of Negroes have infiltrated 
AltheaGibson Forest Hills, N. Y., the U.S. tennis capital, 
and threatened to “take over’ one day at Wimbledon. 
Miss Gibson readily admits, as the title of her new auto- 
biography indicates, I Always Wanted To Be Somebody 
(Harper & Brothers, $3.50). 

® But circumstances were overwhelmingly against her. 
As a tiny tot just up from Silver, S. C., she lived with a 
New York aunt who sold bootleg whiskey, recalls her 
aunt’s visitors “used to take me out with them ... and 
naturally they would always end up drinking whiskey. So 
would I. They gave it to me in a water glass and without 
any water in it, either.” 

®@ The same father who jammed his fingers down her 
throat to help her regurgitate the liquor, in later years 
fist-fought her like a man. Miss Gibson ran away, ended 
up in a New York foster home. That she did not burn up 
in the heat of her mounting bitterness, is a tribute to 
Miss Gibson. Unfortunately, she does not quite capture all 
the drama of her story in 175, hastily-written pages. (The 
book is available in the Ebony Bookshop, 1820 S. Michigan, 
Chicago 16, Ill.)

An overflow crowd of 8,500 saw Aggie 
quarterback Paul Swann throw touchdown passes to half- 
back Joe Taylor and end Burnie McQueen. Fullback Burnie 
Anderson plunged eight yards for the final Aggie score.

One of baseball’s most coveted honors, 
the Babe Ruth Award for outstanding 
play in the World Series, is likely to go 
to a Negro player for the first time since its incep- 
tion back in 1953. Elston Howard, the New York 
Yankee’s brilliant catcher-outfielder, is first in line 
for the trophy for turning the tide in the Yankee’s 
favor in the last Series. 

Though the pitching of Bob Turley was an 
important facter in the Yanks winning the 
championship, it was young Howard of Teaneck, 
N. J., who etched the icing of the Yank’s cake. It 
was late in the fifth game of the Series at 
Yankee Stadium, you may remember, when 
Ellie raced in from deep left field, scooped up 
Red Schoendienst’s Texas Leaguer into short left 
center, and caught Billy Bruton off first. 

Bruton was so sure that the looping fly was good 
for a hit, that he was rounding second and going 
into third base. But he hadn’t reckoned with How- 
ard’s speed. With the Yanks trailing 3 to 1, Howard’s 
nick-o-time putout kept the club in the Series. 


Again, in Milwaukee, in the sixth game of the 
Series, with the Yanks behind 2-1, Howard saved 
another day with a screaming eighth-inning 
single into center field, scoring Yogi Berra and 
tying up the game. New York went on to win 
this one and I’ve always felt that Howard’s last- 
minute hit was the key to the Yankees cham- 
pionship. I can’t find many who don’t agree. 


It’s my hunch that Howard is sure-fire for the 
Babe Ruth Award.

meeting of the owners, according to League President 
Maurice Podoloff. “I would not want to issue a blanket 
edict now,” he said at his New York headquarters, “but I 
am in sympathy with Russell’s stand.” Russell protested 
to the Charlotte News that he was “shocked and hurt” 
because he and the other Negroes were separated from 
their teammates and billeted in a Negro hotel.

TINY BRADSHAW DIES IN OHIO 

Spiraling out of the Roaring 20s into the twisted 30s, the 
warring 40s and the early 50s, Myron (Tiny) Bradshaw, 
the drummer-bandleader, had scaled the top of the en- 
tertainment mountain in three different eras. Twice in 
his twilight years he had shaken off a pair of strokes that 
left half his body paralyzed, yet he still tried to ply the 
only trade he knew: music making. In late years it was a 
pitiful thing to see the broken Tiny, all gray at 53, taking 
the gigs for small money that kids didn’t want. Tiny was 
a proud man. Last week in Cincinnati, felled by a fatal 
third stroke as he lay in bed, Tiny screamed once and his

As 30-year-old alto saxophonist Julian (Cannonball) 
Adderley lay recovering from minor surgery in his Corona, 
N. Y., home last week, little did he know that bigger knives 
were being sharpened for him. For San Francisco news- 
man Ralph J. Gleason had rocked the jazz world with the 
“blasphemous” edict: “Cannonball’s Alto Sax Earns Him 
Mantle of Charlie Parker,’ while regretting that Sonny 
Stitt and some others had “remained more Parker than 
themselves.” 

Insulting the injured further, Gleason wrote that Can- 
nonball, “with his own explosive personality, a warm gush- 
ing, driving beat and a beautiful 
sense of form and _ irresistible 
swing,” had “become the first 
fully original voice on alto since 
Parker.” 

“Foul!” cried alto and tenor 
man Sonny Stitt in Chicago, in- 
sisting, “I played this way before 
I ever heard of Charlie Parker. 
Cannonball never even knew 
Bird. If anybody knew what Bird 
did, I did. Send me your Cannon- 
balls, your Desmonds and any- 
body else on alto or tenor. I don’t 
bar nobody.” Halting only for a 
breath, Stitt blew a short blast at 
Dave Brubeck’s alto man Paul 
Desmond (1956-58 Downbeat poll 
winner on alto): “He’s an ama- 
teur, really.

Unaware of the furor the accolade had created, Cannon- 
ball admitted that he was both proud and appreciative of 
the “Parker Mantle.” Said he: “It’s the first time a major 
jazz critic has come out that strongly for me. But I don’t 
think of myself so much as the new Charlie Parker as I 
do ‘Cannonball the First.’ I have been influenced by Char- 
lie Parker’s style and I may speak with the same voice he 
did, but I prolifically (sic) try to avoid ‘Bird’ statements. 
I would like to have the same authority as ‘Bird,’ but as 
Cannonball.” 

Commenting on other altoists, the 235-pound Tampa- 
born Adderley, a Florida A. & M. 
grad, noted; “Stitt, I think tries 
to emulate Bird. I think he is al- 
most a carbon copy.” 

Of Desmond, he said: “Funk is 
totally absent from his playing 
and he can’t cut me.” 

Meanwhile, Miles Davis, the 
jazz trumpeter who for five years 
played with Parker and now has 
Cannonball as one of his side- 
men, declared: “There’s no new 
Bird. None of them qualify. Bird 
had harmonics that you just 
don’t learn.

Everybody plays 
Bird’s cliches, but the only man 
who comes closest to Bird is my 
tenor man Johnny Coltrane and 
sometimes he approaches that Cgnnonball appreciated 
Bird-like feeling.” the mantle given him.

Advertising copy for the 
Chicago movie premiere of 
Anna Lucasta proved “too hot 
to handle” and was refused by 
advertising managers of the 
city’s four daily newspapers 
before subsequent changes in 
the copy halted the contro- 
versy. A sample of the rejected 
material: “Wrap your wig- 
gling hips in a bright tight 
dress ... Smile when you curse 
them through your lush red 
lips . . . Blow smoke in their 
eyes and laugh at their jokes 

. And when you’re alone... 
curse your father—and that 
night long ago!” Other copy, 
which billed Anna (Eartha 
Kitt) as “the most-famous sin- 
ner of them all,” and showed 
rien the famous Kitt hips tightly 
Kitt’s hips. sheathed, was also changed. 
An additional ad, revealing a shapely Lucasta thigh, was 
also marked “taboo.” Following the first rejections, United 
Artists ad director, Roger Lewis, wired D. Tennant Bryan, 
president of the American Newspaper Publishers Assoc., 
denouncing the “capricious censorship” by the news- 
papers, then vainly attempted to run advertising advising 
readers to see the ads in lobby of the Oriental Theatre.
